The  1964  Banyan  is  off  the 
press  and  has  been  at  the  bin- 
dery since  Wednesday  for  the 
final  stage  of  publication. 

The  final  pages  of  the  volume 
were  printed  Tuesday.  This  was 
followed  by  the  assembly  of  the 
book  by  the  BYU  Press,  and  then 
the  shipment  of  the  book  to  the 
Deseret  Book  Press  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  according  to  Editor  Joel 
Justesen. 

A DEFINITE  DATE  for  dis- 
tribution has  not  yet  been  set, 
as  it  is  not  known  how  long  it 
will  be  before  the  first  shipment 
of  books  can  be  returned  to  the 
campus.  However,  it  is  antici- 
pated that'  distribution  will  start 
during  the  first  part  of  next  week 
and  will  continue  through  finals, 
he  said. 

This  year’s  book  will  be  the 
largest  yearbook  ever  printed  on 
the  campus.  It  will  contain  a total 
of  496  pages.  This  is  an  increase 
of  16  pages  over  the  1963  year- 
book. 

ALL  OF  THE  printing  was 
done  at  -the  BYU  Press  including 
the  printing  of  the  cover.  After 
the  cover  was  printed,  it  was 
shipped  to  Mountain  States 
Binder\*  to  be  completed,  and 
then  the  entire  book  was  shipped 
to  Deseret  Book  Bindery. 

, Students  will  notice  several  dif- 
ferent phases  in  the  book  this 
year,  he  said.  For  one  thing,  the 
index  is  not  the  last  item  in  the 
book.  This  year  the  staff  has  in- 
cluded a 16  page  editorial  sec- 
tion on  the  Spirit  of  the  Y which 
follows  the  index. 

ANOTHER  CHANGE  will  be  in 
the  index  itself.  In  previous  years 
it  was  the  custom  to  print  a list 
of  the  entire  studentbody  whether 
they  were  included  in  the  book 
or  not.

Las  Vegas  Air  Crash  Kills  Six 


NORTH  LAS  VEGAS,  NEV. 
(UPI)  . An  F105  jet  fighter 
crashed  into  a residential  sec- 
tion Wednesday,  destroying  six  to 
10  houses  in  a holocaust  of  fires. 

The  six  dead  included  the  wo- 
man dispatcher  of  the  North 
Las  Vegas  Police  Department, 
Mrs.  Betty  Ledane  and  her  child. 

Police  said  the  other  victims 
were-the  pilot,  who  was  not  im- 
mediately identified,  and  three 
persons  in  the  Paul  Lowry  resi- 
dence bn  Lenwood  Street,  also 
not  immediately  identified. 

The  crash  scene,  in  a residen- 
tial neighborhood  of  $15,800  to 


$17,000  homes  just  a few  miles 
from  the  downtown  Las  Vegas 
gambling  area,  was  turned  in  a 
scene  reminiscent  of  war  years. 

FLAMES  AND  SMOKE  shot 
high  into  the  air.  Residents  ran 
shouting  and  screaming  into  the 
street. 

Robert  Rohde  was  working  in 
his  front  yard  less  than  a block 
from  the  center  of  the  crash 
scene. 

Firemen  and  Air  Force  per- 
sonnel from  nearby  Nellis  Air 
Force  Base  said  it  was  not  known 
how  many  of  the  homes  were 
destroyed. 
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Objectivisl  Philosophy  To  Be  Debated 


EDITOR’S  NOTE  - The  following  article  describes  the 
philosophy  and  ethics  of  “Objectivism,’  f school  of 
thought  started  by  Ayn  Rand  in  the  1920  s.  The 
article  has  been  written  by  William  C.  Kaesche 
a follower  of  the  phiioscr^ny.  Friday  the  Pn»>0'0P^y 
will  be  debated  by  Doran  Hunter  of  ‘h® 

Emphasis  Committee.  A book  review  on  Who  is  Ayn 
Rand”  will  also  accompany  the  article. 

For  centuries  pliilosophers  and  theolog- 
ians have  theorized  concerning  life  and  mor- 
als, yet  not  one  of  them  has  formed  a code 
of  ethics  which  is  consistent  with  reality. 
Dr  John  Cannon  of  the  Mechanical  Engin- 
eering Dept  has  stated,  “The  engineer  must 
be  married  to  reality.”  Better,  perhaps, 
would  be  that  ‘‘all  men  must  be  married  to 
reality.”  This  is  where  most  systems  oi 
ethics  have  failed. 

The  Objectivist  ethics,  developed  at  great 
length  in  “The  Objectivist  Ethics”  and  Atlas 
Shrugged  by  Ayn  Rand,  is  a psychological 
system  of  ethics  based  upon  what  Man  is  and 
what  his  potential  is.  Alexander  Pope  wrote, 
“Know  then  thvself;  presume  not'  God  to 
scan;  The  proper  study  of  mankind  is  Man. 
Ayn  Rand  has  analysed  Man  and  developed 
the  Objectivist  ethics. 

Miss  Rand’s  approach  to  ethics  is  the 
same  as  that  of  the  engineer  to  the  design 
of  his  creation.  First,  he  decides  what  he 
wishes  to  accomplish;  second,  he  chooses  a 
standard  of  value  by  which  his  materials 
can  be  judged  as  to  their  usefulness;  third, 
he  analyses  the  material  available;  and 
fourth,  he  obtains  the  solution  by  integrat- 
ing the  useful  material. 

This  is  the  approach  which  created  the 
internal  combustion  engine  and  the  sky- 
scraper. and  this  is  the  approach  which  will 
provide  Man  with  a rational  code  of  ethics. 

The  goal  which  Man  wishes  to  achieve 
is  “to  live” ; for  Man,  life  is  “self-sustained, 
self-generated  action.”  Like  the  engineer,  one 
must  establish  a criterion  for  judging  that 
which  is  useful  and  inimical  to  the  goal.  The 
only  reasonable  standard  of  value  is  Man  s 
Life.  Therefore,  everything  which  is  detri- 
mental to  Man’s  Life  is  “the  evil”,  and 
everything  which  sustains  his  life  is  “the 
good.”  In  other  words,  Man’s  life  is  the 
standard  of  morality. 

Analysing  the  problem  further,  _ Miss 
Rand  notes  that  in  order  for  Man  to  live  he 
has  three  basic  psychological  needs  which 
must  be  satisfied ; he  must  hold  reason,  pur- 
pose, and  self-esteem  as  his  most  sacred 
possessions,  and  all  his  actions  must  be 
oriented  to  their  maintenance. 

Reason  is  “the  faculty  that  perceives, 
identifies,  and  integrates  the  material  pro- 
vided by  man’s  senses”;  it  is  the  tool  of 
knowledge.  It  is  true  that  in  this  society 
many  persons  survive  without  ever  thinking; 
but  they  are  able  to  survive  only  to  the  ex- 
tent that  others  have  used  reason. 

Whether  a man  is  to  suiwive  in  a so- 
ciety or  on  a desert  island,  he  needs  an  ab- 
stract— a code  of  ethics — to  guide  his  ac- 
tions, and  Reason  is  the  only  tie  between 
reality  and  his  mind. 

Purpose  is  “a  man’s  choice  of  the  hap- 
piness which  reason  must  proceed  to 
achieve.”  Nothing  fulfills  a man  more  than 
the  achievement  of  the  steps  toward  his 
piuiDOse,  be  it  writing,  engineering,  or  what- 
ever he  may  choose.  The  absence  of  a pur- 
pose has  very  dire  consequences.  The  man 
without  a purpose  constantlj'’  attempts  to 
escape  his  “self.”  This  purposeless  individual 
travels  on  the  skid  row  of  sensuality;  he 
drinks  in  excess,  takes  narcotics,  or  has 


illicit  sexual  adventures.  However,  this  route 
of  escape  quickly  closes  as  each  thrill  be- 
comes less  and  less  satisfying.  It  he^  contin- 
ues, usually  the  individual  becomes  either 
a slave  to  some  drug  or  escape  completely 
and  becomes  a neurotic.  , 

Self-esteem,  the  third  psychological  need, 
is  “a  man’s  inviolate  certainty  that  his  mind 
is  competent  to  think  and  his  person  is  wor- 
thy of  happiness — is  worthy  of  living.”  This 
need  is  perhaps  the  easiest  to  see.  The  per- 
son lacking  this  value  follows  a path  similar 
to  the  man  without  a purpose.  Basically, 
however,  he  ia  the  man  who  tries  to  create 
through  fradulent  means  the  impression  that 
he  is  worthwhile. 

The  solution  to  the,  problem  of  life  comes 
from  the  analysis  of  the  actions  by  which 
Man  may  gain  and  keep  the  values ; these 
actions  are  defined  as  the*  “virtues.”  The 
virtues  are:  honesty,  integrity,  justice,  in- 
dependence, rationalitj'',  productiveness,  and 
pride.  Ayn  Rand  has"  defined  the  virtues  as 
follows: 

Honesty  is  “the  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  you  cannot  fake  existence ; that  the  un- 
real is  unreal  and  can  have -no  value.” 

Integrity  is  “the  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  you  cannot  fake  your  consciousness,' 
which  is  the  faculty  of  perceiving  reality. 

Justice  is  “the  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  you  cannot  fake  the  character  of  men 
as  you  cannot  fake  the  character  of  nature”; 
that  you  must  judge  each  man  for  what  he 
is. 

Independence  is^“the  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  yours  is  the  responsibility  of  judg- 
ment and  noting  can  help  you  escape  it.” 

Rationality  is  “th^  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  existence  exists;  that  nothing  can  alter 
the  truth  and  nothing  can  take  precedence 
over  that  act  of  perceiving  it,  which  is 
thinking.” 

Productiveness  is  “your  acceptance  of 
morality,  your  recognition  of  the  fact  that 
you  choose  to  live — that  productive  work  is 
the  process  by  which  man’s  consciousness 
controls  his  existence.” 

Pride  is  “the  recognition  of  the  fact  that 
you  are  your  own  highest  value,  and  like  all 
of  man’s  values,  it  has  to  be  earned.” 

Because  in  any  ilsue  of  life  the  final  ar- 
biter is  reality,,  the  one  thing  which  is  es- 
sential to  all  of  the  Objectivist  virtues  is 
that  one  choose  to  perceive  reality.  It  is  not 
demanded  that  one  be  infallible,  but  only 
that  he  choose  to  think.  As  Ralph  Waldo 
Emerson  stated,  “Nothing  is  at  last  sacred 
but  the  integrity  of  your  own  mind.” 

The  achievement  and  maintenance  of  the 
three  values  wliich  satisfy  IMan’s  basic  needs 
through  the  seven  virtues  leads  to  the  re- 
ward and  goal  of  life — Happiness.  Happiness 
is  “that  state  of  consciousness  whiclr  pro- 
ceeds from  the  achievement  of  one’s  values.” 
Happiness,  which  Ayn  Ran^  sees  as  the  only 
justification  for  living,  is  the  reward  of  a suc- 
cessful life,  which  belongs  to  the  man  of 
Reason,  Purpovse  and  Self-esteem. 

Today,  the  United  States  is  morally  bank- 
rupt. What  is  needed  is  a rational  code  of 
ethics.  Ayn  Rand’s  Objectivist  ethics  is  tlie 
only  system  which  is  consistent  with  reality. 
She  brings  the  responsibility  for  life  back 
to  the  individual.  Emerson  wrote,.  “Nothing 
can  bring  you  peace  but  yourself.  Nothing 
bring  you  peace 'but  the  triumph  of

When  Paul  received  a letter 
asking  him  to  meet  with  a mem- 
ber of  the  Honor  Council  the  next 
afternoon,  he  began  thinking  of 
a possible  reason  for  the  “sum- 
mons.” He  had  heard  of  the 
Honor  Council  during  Freshmen 
Orientation  but  hadn’t  given  it 
another  thou^t  since  then. 

“Why  would  anyone  turn  me 
in?”  ho  wondered  as  he  walked 
toward  the  Smoot  Administration 
Bldg. 

At  Paul’s  knock,  the  door  wa.s 
quickly  opened  and  he  found  his 


hand  grasped  in  a firm  hand- 
shake.. He  glanced  up  into  the  j

his  sociology  class.  The  student , 
counselor,  sitting  down  with  Paul 
in  privacy,  recognized  the  famil-  j 
iar  attitude  of  the  accused,  as  if :

Paul  felt  better  after  telling  the 
counselor  of  the  thing  he  had 
done  and  realized  that  the  time 
in  history  hadn’t  been  the  first. 
He  was  quite  surprised  to  find 
out  that  the  atmosphere  of  the 
conversation  that-  followed  was 
one  of  consideration  as  to  why 
he  had  cheated. 

“There  are  generally  specific 
reasons  why  one  feels  compelled 
to  cheat,  whether  it  be  outside 
pressure  or  pressure  within,  the 
person,”  said  the  counselor.  “The 
majority  of  the  students  have 
high  integrity  in  other  ways.” 

As  the  discussion  continued. 
Paul  began  to  realize  that  he  was- 
n’t up  for  trial  and  that  some- 


one was  interested  enough  in  him 
to  w^int  to  see  him  get  hi.s  edu- 
cation in  the  way  it  should  be 
obtained. 

The  essense  of  his  experience, 
Paul  felt,  was  that  someone  act- 
ually cares  that  the  happiness  of 
the  lives  of  all  BYU  stu(fents  lies 
in  their  personal  honesty  and 
integrity. 

In  contrast  to  Paul’^  friend  is 
the  “friend”  of  another  BYU  stu- 
dent who  felt  that  the  classmate 
he  saw  cheating  could  work  out 
the  problem  for  himself;  there- 
fore, he  did  not  refer  this  stu- 
dent to  tlie  Honor  Council,  To- 
day that  student  is  in  the  Utah 
State  Penitentiary  for  cheating  in 
business  after  graduation.

tions'With  Havana. 

Only  Mexico,  Chile,  Uruguay
